ces: and indeedthey that are thornes iathe eyes, and 
pricks in the ſide of all princes and ſtates where they 
come:leffe marueltthough they belike thenailes and 
fpeare in Chriſts body ! thereforeler the Teſuir pleaſe 
bimfetfe inthis compariſon,as long as he will, we en- 
uy irnot. 

But for the ſecond, that he is betrer then the 
clothes that were aboutthoſetwo bleed bodies, I 
fay butthis: thateitherthe Ieſuirs arc farre more hol 
thenthe Prophet Eſay,or cls he farre more humble in 
his owne eyes then they : for he profeſſeth inhisown 
&rhe churches name,rtnat they were no better thE the 
filthieft cloute that euer was, even a menſtruous cloth. 
Bur ſaith the leſuir, I am better then the beſt cloth 
that euerwas, for though we holdethat God hart gi- 
ven laſting vertue to his word and ſacraments, bur 
none that we know to rags,nr clouts: yet we acknows- 
ledge that as farre as clothes may one exccll another,
